“Conventions are w orth hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars to 
Palm Springs and are particular­ 
ly desirable if obtained in the fall 
and spring, but outlays of money 
are needed to bring them here," 
Chairman Charleston said. 
"The m inim um budget adopted 
by the convention com m ittee for 
1948 w as $2000, and the actual 
cost m ight run much ahead ot 
that figure if the convention pro­ 
gram is follow ed vigorously. But 
without city financial assistance 
we see no hope of obtaining even 
the $2,000, so every m ove in the 
convention-getting p r o g r a m is 
stym ied,” he revealed.

TWO ROUND TRIP m ountain drives of interest to V illagers w ill be 
open this summer. One, opened last sum m er is the new' route to 
Idvllw ild via Banning. This road will be improved this summer, 
it is understood. Villagers can go to the m ountain resort via Palm 
Desert and the Palms to Pines highway, and return the new route. 
It would make a nice day’s drive with a good stop in th e mountains. 
Soon to be opened is a new and much shorter road to Big Bear 
Lake—it w ill actually cut the m ileage by about 40 m iles. The new 
route is the Twenty-nine Palm s highway and Pioneertow n—and the 
last link is being built by private funds. This will elim inate the long 
trip via Redlands and San Bernardino— but the old route may be 
used for the return journey of a one-day round trip.
